The inconsistency of the law and practice 
on this subject, in this country. is remark- 
able. The theory of the seduction of mar- 
ried women has hardly, at this day, any 
Wh pet (pee in any part of the world. That 
such persons have temptations, and glitter- 
ing,ones, placed before them, is true; but 
there is no general belief that these tem p- 
tations succeeded, save where the person 
tempted was already waiting for the chance 
to fall gracefully, and. perhaps, profitably. 
The laws ‘of no Christian country treat the 
nolawful action with a married woman as 
a crime, to be punished by death; in fact. 
the Jaws recognize it.as a crime of a very 
trifling char acter. In France, it is not no- 
ticed ; on the contrary, it is so general that 
an exception renders the woman conspicu-

seats. Let the question be raised whether 
wee are legally entitled to membership, 
and in the present state of the law, and 
what we must. receive and recognize as 
law, it would be competent for each House 
to declare them not entitled to seats. and 
readmit those who received. the. highest 
number of votes. And policy requires this 
should be done. We must submit to what- 
ever it is not in our power to correct. 

If we had control of this question of 
negro suffrage and negro eligibility to of- 
fice, we would give it . different direction 
and would soon lay itatrest. Butit is not 
under our control. A power which we 
cannot resist, is giving and will give it di- 
rection, whether rightfully or not, it mat- 
ters not now to say. It is sufficient for us 
to know that this power is in active exer- 
cise. and will be, until this question is 
finally settled, as “the powers that be” 
desire it. 

Let us raise no more questions with it. 
All the issues which we may make with 
the Congress of the United States, upon 
the terms of reconstruction will be decid- 
ed according to their will, and not ours. 
And they have the power to enforce their 
decisions. Let us submit to inevitable 
necessity, however bitter the pill, and 
make no more issues with power. 

{t is related of the Emperor Adrain, 
who regined in the decline of the Roman 
Empire, that one day he found fault on a 
point of grammar with a learned man of 
the name of Favorinas, Favorinas could 
have defended himself and justified his 
language, but continued silent.

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Chinese Immigration. 


To the Planters of the South and others 
interested:—I am in receipt of a number of 
letters from all the Southern Stutes making 
inquiries as tothe practicability, price, ete., 
of obtaining Chinese laborers for the South. 
I have answered many of these letters, but 
as my time is too much taxed to conduct so 
much correspondence, and as [ um neces- 
sarily absent from Selmaa part of my time, 
I have concluded to address this short let- 
ter through the public press. 

The brief circular. issued by us some 
weeks ago, was friten led to ‘invite corres- 
pondence aud ascertain something about 
the genera: want wf the country fur labor, 
whether a proporsion to introduce China- 
men would be favorably. received. The 
cry from every quarter is for “more labor. 
more labor.” lf we de {not obtain it the 
general impression is, that.our beautiful 
Southern land—the garden spot of Aweri- 
en— will, the larger portion of it. soon be- 
eome a wilderness of weeds and wild 
beasts. The necessity for a re-supply of 
labor is everywhere admitted. The u- 
liar adaptedness of the Chinaman to meet 
this want is proved and generally admit- 
ted; the simple quéstions remaining, 
therefore, are, as to the practicability and 
price of obtaining his services. 

To the solutions of these questions our 
efforts have been directed for many past 
weeks. Correspondence is being conduct- 
ed with the Pacific, Railroad Companies 
and with the Panama Steamship Company 
as to cost Of transportation; and corres- 
pondence with California as to the charac- 
teristies Of the Chinaman. and az to the 
chance of getting him to come to the South 
to cultivate cotton and other preduce, and 
-erve in other menial capacities. 

We leave for St. Lonis ini a few days, and 
probably will go on to (alifornia to settle 
definitely the two prominent questions as 
to the practicabilitv of obtaining, and the 
price of Chinese ixborers. 

As soon as all the information can be 
obtained, we will publish complete and 
definite answers to all questions pertaining 
to the new proposed labor. and this we will 
do as soon as diligent effort can render it 
possible. In the meantime we invite fur-
